No New Contracts Signed. 

A short history of the controversy is 
contained in the Orchestral associa- 
tion’s statement. It teils that on 
March, 21 of this year a delegation 
from the musicians’ union headed by 
President Petrillo presented and dis- 
cussed a demand that the minimum 
salary for members of the orchestra 
be increased from $60 to $75, which, 
since a number of the players receive 
more than the minimum scale, would 
mean a horizontal] increase of like 
amount throughout the orchestra. 

After a full explanation of the situa- 
tion the delegation was informed that 
it was impossible to meet the demand 
in full or in part. On the following 
Saturday (March 24] the union, served 
notice that no member of the orchestra | 
should enter into a contract for the 
season 1923-24 until the question of the 
scale had heen adjusted. Accordingly, 
none has been signed for next season. 

Horace Oakiéy, one of the vice presi- 
dents of the Orchestral association, 
points out the inability of the associa- 
“tion to meet the.demand. In the first 
place,. he says, the association is a 
corporation not for profit. After pay 
ing ‘fixed charges, taxes, interest, up- 
keep, and inflispensable repairs, all the 
rest of its income is devoted to the or- 
chestra. Its resources are three: Re. 
ceipts from concerts, rentals of hall 
and building, donations and income 
from endowment funds. / 

Deficit te Be Met. 

In the year 1921-’22 the orchestra 
ran behind some $30,000, after using 
the net earnings of the hall and build- 
ing of about $40,000, or about $70,000 
total. “In order to meet this deficit. 
securities from the endowment were 
janes This season the price of tickets 
na eebossed to the extent of $16,000, 
ad office rents in the building were 
raised about $5,000. With endowment 
funds now available, this year’s deficit 
will be met. 

The present union scale for orches- 
tral players in Chicago is the best in 
the~country, a minimum of $60 ‘for 
four concerts a week and four rehear- 
i\sals of nine hours for twenty-eight 
weeks. There are such additional ben- 
efits as life insurance to the players, 
sick benefits, and old age pensions, for 
{none of which are the members of the 
orchestra assessed one cent.

The controversy over the worid court 
has developed into a tug of war be- 
tween the Hughes-Hoover faction, 
broadly speaking, on the one side, and 
congressional and organization leaders 
on the other.

U. S. NAVY GUNS 


Cabinet Seeks Way to 
Stop Liquor Smuggling. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The federal government is get- 
ting ready to use its strong right arm, 
represented by the guns of the navy, 
{to stop rum running into the United 
States, particularly along the Jersey 
coast. . » 

Means of breaking up the liquor 
smuggling were discussed at today’s 
cabinet meeting, almost to the exclu- 
sion of all other business. President 
Harding, it was stated at the White 
House, does not intend that the gov- 
ernmen shall remain impotent against 
the rum runners, even though many 
of them fly flags of other nations, and 
he will reveal the plan decided upon to 
meet the situation within the next 
l\few days. 

Admittedly the almost continuous 
| presence of fleets of whisky laden ves- 
| sels off the coast of New Jersey, ready 
to sell their cargoes to motor boats or 
other swift craft, willing to run the 
gauntiet to United States ports is a 
matter of grave concern to the admin- 
istration. 

Diplomatic Notes Unavailing. 


This situation already has been the 
subject of international diplomatic ex- 
changes, particularly between the 
United States and Great Britain, be- 
cause many of the British island pos- 
sessions off the American coast have 
served as bases of supply for the rum 
carriers, but the results of these nego- 
tiations have been far from satisfac- 
tory. 

Prohibition Commissioner Haynes is 
known to favor an extension of the 
“ prohibition navy ” which is now com- 
posed of a few vessels that are not able 
to cope with the swifter small vessels 
that act as lighters for the ocean going 
rum runners that remain just beyond 
the three mile limit. 

It is possible that some of the eagle 
boats, which were built during the war 
by Henry Ford, and some of the sub 
marine ehasers. will be assigned to the 
coast patrol. 


Saw Smuggling in Dixie.

: THE AIR. ., 


A special dispatch from Paris to ,THE 


ably the most effective in the world—as laughing 
at American satisfaction with the recent -endur- 
ance and speed records set by two of our aviators. 
It is to be hoped that the sound of this laughter 
will awaken us to the true situation. 

It is all very well for American army officers 
and for the American public to congratulate them- 
sefves upon the brilliant achievements of individ- 
ual American army aviators. But there is danger 
if we allow our satisfaction in these igolated 
achievements to blind us to our general inferiority 
in aerial military preparedness. 

Last year while the American army air service 
was putting 200 assorted airplanes into commis- 
sion France was adding 1,000 of the most modern 
type of military planes to its forces. France has 
subsidized twenty-six airplane factories, @ single 
one of which can turn out more completed planes 
than the five biggest American factories combined. 
At the present rate of growth France will .have 
ten times America’s aerial strength by the end 
of 1925. 

France is doing these things because she leads 
the world in military thought and ability, and 
intends to continue to do so. Her military scien- 
tists dictace this program. They force less highly 
militarized nations to follow’ suit for self-protec- 
tion. . Japan, we know, has made marvelous strides 
in military aviation since the great war. Engiand 
is developing this phase of military and naval 
tactics. In the circumstances the United States 
is foolish to allow itself to become a poor fourth, | 
or even lower in international rating. 

Immediate mi¥jtary requirements aside, it is 
economy to develop an adequate and highly trained 
air force with a reserve of effective planes, and 
facilities for building more. An airplane, it is 
said, is worth 100 infantrymen. It costs much less 
to provide and maintain. But aerial forces can- 
not be improvised. We proved that at the cost of 
more than $1,000,000,000 wasted in the last war. 

Simple intelligence should move us to bestir our- 
selves. Money spent for this purpose will not be 
wasted. Plames and flyers can be kept in com- 
mission, ready for emergency, by subsidizing them 
in use for postal service and similar activities. 
That would train flyers, promote building, develop 
landing fields, and provide mechanical skill.

Such an action would leave vast supplies of sugar 
and sugar securities in the hands of the specu-

Probably they are, and there 
is no necessity of fighting over them, for 
the Filipinos are willing and are asking 
peacefully that they be given the respon- 
sibility of defending their country. 
The Filipmos at present have nothing 
but words of titude, admiration, and 
faith to the American people. They 
want their independence, not because 
they do not like the American people, 
but because theywegard it as an inborn 
right of every liberty loving people. To

It is not that we, 
the Filipino people, love America less, 
but our aspirations for freedom and inde- 
pendence are as dear to us as life itself, 
You must now unconditionally give us 
our freedom, irrespective of all risks 
and consequences.’ Ours is a faith in the 
amity between nations, and with a peace- 
ful and united people there is no room 
for the catastrophe often depicted by 
pes@mistic prophets.

Above all 
things, you must know that we prefer 
death rather than be slaves under any 
flag save our own.

|CURB ON SPORTS FOR 


WOMEN I$ ADVOCATED 


Opposition to all participation by 
women in intercollegiate and interna- 


tional athletic contests was voiced here 
yesterday by a committee of seven 
women recently named to consider the 
subject. 

In a report made at the convention 
of the Middle West Society of Physical 
Education, the commission urged strict 
supervision for all sports engaged in 
by women and declared that girl ath- 
letes were not yet ready for intercol- 
legiate or international contests. 

Miss Blanche Trilling, director of 
physica] education for women at the 
University of Wisconsin, asserted that 
supervision over the activities of wo- 
men in sporting events would be ex- 
ercised through the National Amateur 
Athletic federation in behalf of which 
the committee, appointed by Mrs. Her- 
bert Hoover, is acting. 

In support of its stand, the commis- 
sion urged that facilities for training 
women for athletic contests were stil] 
far below those enjoyed by men and 
that adequa‘e representation could not 
be obtained until these facilities were 
further enlarged and systematized. 


CRITICS OF MEN’S SPORT 


Athletic competition among Ameri- 
can college women is far better organ- 
ized than that of men, is guided by 
higher standards, and is free from the 
evil effects of intercollegiate contests, 
according to'Miss Ruth Elliott of the

Last year farmers in this county or- 
ganized spraying rings and sprayed 
their trees four times. The same sched- 
ule will be followed this year. 

Free information is given fruit grow- 
ers in this county by the adviser. 
— office is at Arlington Heights, 

Recently fruit growers in this coun- 
ty have been applying the dormant 
spray according to the bureau’s di- 
rections. The spraying rings have 
been organized through the farm bu- 
reau. instructions are printed for 
the benefit of farmers not in the 
spraying ring.

Pineapple Tea. 


Until you have given the subject di- 
rect attention, maybe you will not take 
much stock/in the idea that the tem- 
perature of a fruit has a great influ- 
ence in its attractiveness, or unat- 
tractiveness, and so in its digestive 
fate. 

Mrs. Edith O'Shaughnessy, in one of 
her books on Mexico (rich in eating 
facts and ideas) says: “We had been 


f 
refreshed with one of the national 
beverages—shredded pineapple in pow- 
dered ice, most delicious—before leav- 
ing the legation.” 

In Italy the pineapple ices are great- 
ly popular, and we are beginning to 
like them. But we may like almost 
as well much the same thing, quite 
hot, for a spring tonic. Cut a large 
slice of pineapple in bits, pour over 
it a cup or a cup and a half of boiling 
water, cover closely, and keep hot, but 
not cooking, for two hours. Drink it 
without any addition, or flavor it up 


and season it with sugar to suit the 
taste. As a fruit tea it is surely ex- 
cellent, and liking it, you will gain 
respect for the thrifty use made of 
pineapple peelings, which are treated 
in the same way by some housewives. 

The following way of cutting up a 
pineapple is coming into increasing 
use: Wash and then “cut off the top 
and split the pine in half lengthwise.

Decision to open negotiations on all 
railroads for an increase in wages 
was reached by general chairmen of 
the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks, Freight Handlers, 
and Station BEXmployes prior to the 
closing of a two-day meeting here yes- 
terday.

New York, April 20.—[Special.]—To 
what extent today’s decline, both on 
the stock exchange and in ‘the wheat 
and cotton markets, had any connec- 
tion with the government’s ‘singular 
performance in the sugar controversy 
must be a matter of conjecture. 

Undoubtedly the evidence of. official 
hostility to anything lke the specula- 
tive extravagances of 1919 and 1920 
would of itself exert some sentimental! 
influence on the markets; it would add 
emphasis to the warning attitude of the 
banks and of the business community 
itself. To this extent, today’s decline 
in. wheat and cotton may have been 
partly attributable to the sugar trade 
incident. But the tendency toward pru- 
dent reaction had been plainly enough 
visible, and for obvious enough causes, 
before the government stepped into the 
ring. 

The day’s decline on the stock. ex- 
change ran to a point or more in a fairly 
long list of shares, and’there were few 
exceptions to the downward movement. 
Apparently it reflected beth sales by 
speculative holders of stocks and pro- 
fessional operations for the decline. 
Railway shares yielded ground along 
with the rest. The bond market moved 
irregularly, with some points of weak- 
néss; but European bonds as ‘a rule 
were firm, the French Republic 8 per 
cents touching par for the first time 
since October. 

Further recovery of the German mark 
from its violent decline of Wednesday 
was the outstanding movement of for- 
eign exchange. Measured as ‘usual in 
ten-thousandths of a cent the niark, 
which ended last week at 47% and which 
fell on Wednemlay to 37%, got: back for 
a moment today to 40 and closed at 38%.

IF IT “FITS” LAW 


Washington, D .C., April 20-—THe 
department of agriculture issued a 
formal statement today declaring that 
trading in grain futures would not be

complied with the law, Several ex- 
changes, the statement said, already 


Chicago Board of Trade had announced 
its intention to codperate in enforcing 


the regulations. 

“ Reports that this law will put the 
grain exchanges out of business or in- 
terfere with their legitimate functions 
are entirely without foundation,’ said 
the statement. “It does not interfere 


of trade that receive designations as 
“contract markets.” Neither does it 
interefere with ordinary speculation in 
the buying and selling of contracts for 
future delivery on such markets. 

“If, however, there should be evidence 
of undue manipulation, or attempts to 
corner the market, or of the dissemina- 
tion of false or misleading information 
about crop or market conditions by mem- 
bers of the exchange such conduct would 
be inquired into and promptly dealt with. 
The law gives authority to observe and 
inquire.into the operations on grain ex- 
changes and to speak with authority 
concerning such matters.”
